G.S.R. 456. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 909 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rales regulating the method of recruitment to the post of Research Assistant in the Prime Minister’s Secretariat, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — CO These rules, may be called the Prime Minister’s Secretariat (Research Assistant) 
Recruitment Rules, 1972. 

, (2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2 . Application. — Thesa rules shall apply to the post specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Number of posts, clarification and seals of pay.' — .The number of post, its classification and the scale] of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified In columns 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualification- — The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, 
qualifications and other matters relating thereto, shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule : 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for direct recruitment may be relaxed in the case of candidates belonging to theScheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from 
time to time. 

5. Disqualification. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living or 
(f>) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. * 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these 
rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing In these rules shall affect reservation^ and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
and the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government for time 
to time In this regard.

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the per- 
sonal law applicable to such persons and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds for 
so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this 
rule. 

6. Power to Relax. — Where the Central Government 
Is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do, it may by order and for reasons to be recorded 
In writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons or 
posts.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules to further amend 
the Central Water Engineering (Class I) Service Rules, 
1905, namely: — 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Water 
Engineering (Class I) Service (Amendment) Rules, 
1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publcation in the Official Gazette,

G.S.R. 484.— -In exercise ol the powers conferred 
by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulat- 
ing the method of recruitment to Class III and Class 
IV posts on the statistical side in the Central Water 
and Power Commission (Water Wing), namely:— 

1 (1) Short title and commencement — These rules 
may be called the Central Water and Power Com- 
mission (Water Wing) Class III and Class IV (Statis- 
tical) Posts Recruitment Rules, 1972. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to the posts 
specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed hereto, 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The 
number of the posts, their classification and the scale 
of pay attached thereto shail be as specified in co- 
lumns 2 to 4 of th e said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other quali- 
fications. — The method of recruitment to the said 
posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
connected therewith shall be as specified m columns 
5 to 13 of the said Schedule: 

Provided that the upper age limit prescribed for 
direct recruits may be relaxed In the case of candi- 
dates belonging to Scheduled Castes, Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance 
with the general orders issued by the Central Gov- 
ernment from time to time. 

5. Disqualifications. — No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a mar- 
riage with a person having a spouse living, 

or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to any of 
the said posts. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and there are other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

6 Power to relax.— Where the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do It roay, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

7 Saving. — Nothing In these rules shall affect re- 
servations and other concessions required to be pro- 
vided for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government in this 
regard.

— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the rovlso to article 309 of the Constitution, the 
President hereby makes the following rules, regulating 
the method of recruitment to Class I and Class II 
(Gazetted) Technical Posts in the Ministry of Irriga- 
tion and Power namely : — 

1. Short Title and Commencement. — ( 1) These rules 
may be called the Ministry of Irrigation and Power 
Class I and Class Ii (Gazetted) Technical Posts Recruit- 
ment Rules, 1972. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette 

2. Application. — These rules shall apply to Class 1 
and Class II (Gazetted) Technical Posts in the Ministry 
of Irrigation and Power, including the posts borne on 
the cadres cf Ganga Basin and Indus Waters Wings, 
as are specified in Column 1 of the Schedule annexed 
hereto. 

3. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The 

number of posts, their classification and the scales of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 
2 and 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications 
etc. — The method of recruitment to the said posts, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters connected there- 
with shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said 
Schedule ; 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in 
column 6 of the said Schedule for direct recruits may 
be relaxed In the case of candidates belonging to 


Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and other 
special categories of persons in accordance with the 
general orders Issued by the Central Government from 
time to time. 

5. Disqualifications.— No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living, or

Provided that the Central Government may, if satis- 
fied that such marriage is permissible under the perso-

G, Power to Relix.— Where the Central Government 
to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
is of the opinion that it Is necessary or expendient so 
writing, and in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect to any class or category of 
persons. 

7. Saving .— Candidates belonging to any of the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled Tribes may, to the 
extnt the numbeb of vacancies reserved for the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes cannot be 
filled on the basis of the General Standard, be recom- 
moded by the reserved quota, subject to the fitness of 
these candidates for selection to the post/Sorvice, 
irrespotive of their rangs in the order of merit at the 
examination.
